end Dr, Relchelderfor atates thet »«jor Qlaeoford adviaed tb* 
police could no longer hold the bonus »erchers in check* Ho was 
then caked whether he thou^t it nocessary to oecuM the assistance 
of Tedorel troops, to Which ho replied that he did* Dr* 
Reichelderfer further atates that while Major Gloasford was still 
In the Comlaaloners* office. General Croshy, the Counnlss loner In 
charge of Police, telephoned to General KeoArthur, the Chief of 
Staff of the Army, edvlslng of the situation, end requested that 
troops be held In readlneae for a poaelble later call for es- 
aletance* 

General Croety, the Commiasloner In charge of Police, and 
Secretary Gargea In their statenents corroborated in detail 
the stateoexts of Dr. Rolchelderfer. In additlcm. General 
Oroeby stated that he made tbs tolephono call to Ooneral 
HacArthur at tixat tine, because by roaaon of bis experience aa 
an Array officer, ho know that an adTcnco notice of this kind 
would be an invaluable aid to the Aray in the event they were 
later called* 

The Coami anion era atated that Dr, Relrfislderfer end GoncWol 
Crosby thereupon-^ sited the area trtjere the riots had occurred 
for the purpose of advising thenaBlvea of tb© serlousnoBs of the 
eituatloa* They bccfifflo convinced of the necessity that the Police 
receive aaaiatannai end returned to the Dletrict Building# Shortly 
thereafter Llerutenont fCeck reported that rioting had again broken 
out and that a bonus raarcher had been killed* It wae not until 
the report of this killing that it was definitely decided to 
dispatch a cott’Mnl cation to the President of the United States. , 
requesting the assistance of Poderal troops to preserve law and 
order in the Dlatrlct of Columbia* The CoKadaBlonere stated that

Inspector Thaddous R* Bean stated that his knowlodee of cx'cats tiu t, day wag 
limited to idiat he esc when he x*eported in response to the cixorgcncy oill about 
1 0 * clock* In his opinion, as a result of hi® experl enca end his observation 
of the rioting, he believed it nscessarj' to hsTO troops called end thai It wap 
a matter of impossibilitr for a BcportEujnt of the site of the Hstropoli, can 
Police Depiirtment to cops with a situation of that kind, H(? further ei ited 
that if troops had not arrived chan tiioy did, there xould. have been no;: 
trouble, further bloodshed and lose of life* Sven after ha reported ir. re.sponsa 
to tho gonoral oall be received no instmctlons, but elmyly did what be con- 
sidered best* 

Inspector bVank W, S* Duria, in ciiuxge of detecttv*30, atnted that a took 
no part in the Poiioe activities on tho 2Sth of July, and tl-st ho had r - 
colvod instructions early in the ooming from Major Glccaford to bnva none of 
his ple.ln clothes con in the vicinity* iHi® dutioa would not uouelly c.r/ rece 
activltlea in a situation of this kind. 

The CoJtuaiSBlonors and the PoUco officers wore examined by tiiv Cre, d 
Jury on Augast 4th* 

At the raQUest of United States Attorney Rover, interview® wore hr. with 
a number of the nel^boring reslfients in the vicinity of the bemua riot?, end 
as a result of cold Interrvlewe, ton such witnossea were BUbpoonct.’d to t z.rjtify 
before Uie Grand Juxy to the effect tzint tho local situation ml^ht have bean 
taken care of by Police bisd It not been for the great influx of born 3 
marchers apparently fron other comps around Kcs^ilngton* 
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It Tsas eonsiaerod deolrable to procure inTonaatioa as 
to the personal bistory of metabors of the Bonus Expeditionary 
Force,. The Police Departrsoat Has requested to furnlab the 
caraea of ^arsonB arrootod and copies of their fingerprints. 
They mere able to furnish the flogerprints of but 51 who had 
been arrested. These were persons who had been arrosted 
about the tiaia of the riots. Before that timo no finger- 
prints had been taken when arrests were inado. A conparison 
of these fingerprints with the police records maintained 
in the Identification Division of the United States Bureau 
of Investigation, res\iltod in the disclosure that 17 of those 
51 individuals, or 33-1/3%, had prior police records, divided 
as follows, the name of the offense indicating the charge for 
which convicted: 


Military offenses 3 
Assault 1 
Sex offenses 1 
Disorderly and vagrancy 4 
Felonies (unknown) 1 
Forgery 1 
Robbery 1 
Liquor laws 1 
Dismissed Z 


The fingerprints of these 51 individuals were, likewise, 
compared with the records in the service branches of the Govern- 
ment. From this search it was found that 16, or 31.3%, had no 
\?otld War service record, and, thus, were not entitled to bonus 
certificates. 

During the time when the Bonus Expeditionary Force was In 
ivashington, legislation was enacted authorizing loans to veterans 
for the purpose of returning to l^sir hamos. In order to ascertain 
the eligibility of applicants for these loans, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration required each applicant to fill out a card containing 
his name, his Army serial number, service record, names of or- 
ganizations in which served, date of servlca, claim number, if any, 
and the number of his application for adjusted service certificate. 
In many cases the cards were not completely executed. 


Theso cards were obtained ly the United States bureau of 
Investigation and oubmitted to the different service branches 
for the purpose of idsntifijring the applicants ^ and tens ob- 
taining fingerprint records nrfaich could be compared flth the. 
police records of the Identificatl-oa Division of the United 
States Bureau of Investigation* Hotiri. tbs tending the fact that 
the appllcantSj theraselyce, furnished the information shoiim on 
the cards, it vas impossible for the Barviof branches to identify 
as .veterans some of these individuals. 

Of these cards, 4723 fingerprints were obtained and com- 
pared with the records in the Identification Division of the 
United States Bureau of Investigation. 

There is shown on Page 9 a tabulation of the nmber of in- ' 
dividual bonus marchora which the records of tho United Etatf.3 
■ Bureau of Investigation show as having boon arrosted \sj oolice 
offlcd^ifiri:- These are divided accordii^ to tho claasificotion of 
crime for which they were charged.. It rftll be ntted that there Is 
: shown, not only the number- of persons charged with offenses, but 
the disposition of these eharges - that is, rfliether tns charges 
remain pandiag (tills inclines uhknoTO dispositions}, or the charges 
were dismissed, or tlie persons were convicted, 

Th» . records in the United States Bureau of lave- s tig ’.tion from 
which the tabulation was made consist of fingerprint cards and data 
forr/arded ty pol.lce officers throughout the country. They a*-e fur- 
nished la the regular course of business by Pollca Departments, and 
are maiataiaed as a National Clearing House fof identification pur- 
poses. .It Should be understood that fingerprint records are foxn'.ard 
to this Burssu at the tins of arrest for the purt^oss of seeking any 
identification data such prior arrest or conviction of the sdi-ne 
subject. Consequently, aaiy fingerprint records ai’s maintained in 
the United States Bureau of Investigation of persons who have been 
arrestod on on© or more ocoesions but who have not been convicted of 
crim©* Oa th© other hand, tb© Bureau also receives from Polio© Co- 
■partments dispositions of charges against arrested persons whose fir, 
’ , gerpriats hava previously been forwarded. These dispositions aro 
noted on tha records of tha Bureau at the time of receipt, and the 
convictions set out in the aaaiysis which follows represent racords 
of fines and sentences of Imprisonmont following triol of the chargr 
Th® distinction between charges wiiicb have been dis.missed and convir 
tlons of persons for the offenses is believed to be clearly shown In 
the sumiaary. The term "Charges Dismissed* includes all dispoBltlons

The final decision as 
to the sending of a delegation to Washington in this iorirch is 
to be made at a regular meeting November 24, and the group tnIII 
probably leave November 27 and 30. 

Reports from Pittsburgh dated November 21, 1952, 
indicate that preparations are being made for the hunger march 
to T,’a.shington, a committee being engaged in col^.ecting food and 
cash and securing halls for the delegates to sleep in going and 
returning from Washington. A delegation has been organized, to 
which members are still being added, but the numbers are not 
given. 


Report?; from Kansas City dated November 21, 1932, state 
that a contingent of fifty hunger marchers v-as expected at Des 
"oines, Iowa, that afternoon. It was further stated that hunger 
marchers routed through Kansas City v;ere expected to arrive 
November 26, and vrould continue the morning of November 27, 
augmented by the Kansas City contingent. The Unemployed Councils 
of the United States of America, 799 Broadv/ay, New York City, New 
York, addressed a letter to the Mayor of Kansas City over the 
signature of 0, R, Fenny as Secretary of the local council. In 
this letter he stated in substance that the western delegation of 
unemployed, approximating tv’o or three hundred men, v;as expected 
to arrive in Kansas City from California and points west of Kansas 
City on November 26, v^here they would be joined by the Kansas City 
group and leave for Viashington on November 27. This letter 
requested that the mayor provide accommodations for the marchers. 
These reports also indicate that a similar letter was WTitten to 
the ?*Iayor of Des Moines, lov.a, requesting housing, feeding, and a 
permit to seek funds, this request being denied by the mayor end 
the City Council, who threatened to "run them out of town in the 
event any disturbance is created". The reports sti.te that a 
contingent of fifty due to arrive in Des Moines November 21 is 
largely composed of recruits from South Dakota and Nebraska. 

The reports indicate that the Chief of Police at Des Moines, Iowa, 
had stated that he would not permit the hunger marchers to stop at 
Council Bluffs, Iowa. 

Reports from Bait Lake City under date of November 20, . 
1952, refer to information received from Colorado Springs, Colorado 
stating that thirty delegates from Colorado would join the hunger 
march. The southwest division, it was stated, would pass through 


Colorado Springs on November 22, v-here three delegates from that 
city would go in the march. These reports state that agitators 
at Colorodo Springs indicated that 3,000 delegates were expected 
to arrive at Washington. The delegates from the Colorado city 
ivere named as J. C* (Cornie) Feste, chairman of the delegates, 
who will probably be leader in Washington; one John Sallo.k, who 
was arrested at Colorado Springs August 17, 1932, for violation 
of the Prohibition Law; and one Paul Trichak. The reports state 
that Sallak has also been arrested for another Prohibition 
violation, in 1928, for which he is now on bond for appearance in 
Federal Court at Denver, Colorado. 

Reports from Birmingham, Alabama, dated November 21, 
indicate that the Chattanooga Police and lav,' enforcement officials 
are using every possible means to discourage the march. 

Reports from Chicago dated November 21, 1932, st'-te that 
it is expected that 15,000 persons W'ill participate in the National 
Hunger March. Column 1, which left Seattle November 15, 'was 
exp.cted to pass through Milwaukee November 22, Chicago November 23, 
South Rend, November 25, and Kalamazoo November 26, joining Colujon 4 
in Pittsburgh on December 1 and arriving in Washington December 4. 
These reports set out approximate figures, "v^hich should be 
considered as a minimum according to stop over towns with joining 
points;

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MAKGHES OK VA^SHINGTOM AND DEJONETPj\TIOMS 
SCHEDULj:D for THE OPSHING OF CONGRESS 


Reports from Cincinnati dated November 21 , 1932, 
indicate that about 300 delegates were expected to arrive in 
Cincinnati from Colutnns 2, 3» and 5, and that about tTfenty 
delegates from Cincinnati, Hamilton, and Middletown, Ohio, 
would join the three hundred in Cincinnati. The organizei'S 
vviJ.I encourage youths, negroes, women, and shop v.-orkers to 
be delegates. The Mayor of Vincennes, Indiana, has refused 
requests to provide food and shelter for the marchers. 

Thes.^ reports further stats that tlie children's move- 
ment to tVashington was to have been led by a young Jevdsh woman 
named Mary Dalton of Poston, Massachusetts. A young radical 
named Kenneth '7agner of Louisville, Kentucky, v/ill probably 
lead a delegation of twenty men to Viashington for tlie opening 
of Congress. 

Reports from St. Louis, Missouri, dated November 21 
sto.te that the Mayor of Springfield, Illinois, received a form 
letter from the National Hunger March Committee signed by' one 
D. Brown, Chicago Seci'etary, stating that approximately 250 
hunger marchers intended to arrive in Springfield on November 25 
and depart on November 26 en route to 7'ashington, The letter 
demanded that the Mayor furnish them v/ith food, lodging, gasoline, 
and safe conduct through the city, to which a reply ivas made that 
they would be furnished viith safe conduct, but that the other 
demands could not be met. 


These reports further indicate that St. Louis, Missouri, 
Co’imunist Party sympathisers had been supplied with tin cups and 
instructed to make a house to house canvass to secure alms or 
funds for the Dational Hunger Marchers, 

The reports further state that n Mrs. Sop-iio Levine has 
organised a committee of three Imown as "The Food and Clothing 
Committee", composed of herself, her husband, and one S. Manev;itz. 
Individuals are directed to bring clothing and food to their par- 
ticijlar units and from these units to the general Conj'iiunlst Party 
Headquarters at 1243 North Garrison Avenue, St. Louis, v/here they 
will be ready for the National Hunger Marchers as soon as they

Reports from Salt Lake City state that one Louis 
Deon, now residing at 1014 Lest 17th Street, Cheyenne, 

•VyontLng, who claims to be Cuarterroaster of the Bonus 
Expeditionary Force, has recently been soliciting memberships 
in this force at Cheyenne, Ttyoming, for which he charges a 
fee. Police records show he v;as arrested in Cheyenne, Y/yoming, 
September 5, 1932, on a vagrancy charge and released the fol- 
lowing day. 

These reports indicate that two hundred marchers 
from San Francisco and intervening points fere expected in 
Denver, Colorado, about November 22. Thirty vere exaected to 
join this group at Denver and the entire group was to then 
leave November 23 for tJashington. It Is stated that .the 
twenty-eight persons who arrived in Salt Lake City, Utah, on 
Movember 19 are said to have left on freight trains. Twenty 
persons from Salt Lake City, who are believod to be strictly 
residents of Salt Lake City, left on November 21- The majority 
left by truck, but a few were in automobiles. This party of 
twenty is said to be co.m-n.anded by Chick Rolfe, said to be an 
ex-service man. 


Reports from Pittsburgh under d.ata of November 21 
indicate that a meeting was held on November 11 to make prepar- 
ations for a Hunger 5Jo,rch to Tfashington on December 5, '"nd to 
feed and shelter one of the main colunns of marchers from the 
y-'est, which is to arrive in Pittsburgh December 1. One Tom 
Meyerscough presided and Fred Kerns spoke. A committee ox 
thirty was appointci to function until the marchers leave Pitts- 
burgh. These reports state that the inain body of marchers are 
to x'ide in trucks instead of automobiles, so ag not to give the 
parade the appearance of prosperity. 

Another meeting was held November 13 in oixicr to raise 
funds to finance the hunger march. Those attending this ■-'eeting 
comprised what is called "The United Front Committee", about one- 
third of ’which were negroes and three were 'women. One tru.ck for ■ 
the hunger ma.rch had been secured, according to reports. 
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Rcports from Hei7 Orleans dated i’lovember 22 indicate 
that a meeting of the Workers' Ex-service Men's League was to 
bs held i'iovember 23, said at that time final arrangements would 
be made for transporting the so-called hunger marchers to 
Washington from New Orleans., It appears probable that these 
plans would include the arrival of a truck in Mev: Orleans 
Saturday, November 26, to pick up a number of marchers there 
and two privately owned automobiles are to stert out from New 
Orleans with the truck on Sunday, November 27» Several 
children are to accompany the group. 

Reports from California received November 23 
indicate that plana were changed and the San Francisco- column 
vwis to proceed on November 14 to San Diego j on November 15 to 
Yuma, Arizona; November 16, to Phoenix; November 17, from 
Phoenix to Lordsburg, Nev/ Mexico, being joined at Lordsburg 
by divisions from Bisbee, Tuscon, and Douglas, Arizona; 

I’ove.nber 1-3, Lordsburg to Socorro, New Mexico; November 19, to 
Sante Fe, New .Mexico; November 20, Trinidad, Colorado; 

November 21, to Pueblo, Colorado; November 22, to Denver; 

No\'e,nber 23, to Kansas City. Denver '.'olur.m 3 was to unite 
with Colu.on 2 starting from San Francisco. 

These reports state that on Nove.nber 1/ the Los 
Angeles dolegati-on st-'.,rted with some t-.relvo individuals in a 
Chevrolet truck. One J. C. Britton v.'as s-iid to be in charge of 
the delegation. Three -additional delcgotos vjere to be added at 
Can Diego. 

Reports from Oklahoma City dated November 23 st^te 
that a gx'oup of those marchers .vasto ieo.ve Oklahoma City that 
night, v.'hore t!iey -vould be joined by three deleg-.tes - t.vo white 
pen and one negro woman- These reports indicate that tho Ben 
VOn Huber previously mentioned is a Russian Pole who was once 
deported from the United ftntss- According to Immigration 
Ofilalals, Von F-iuber was in June, 1932, given a hc-aring under the 
Immigration Laivs, .-'nd is xmdsr orders to be deported from the 
Dnited Ctates or allowed to make voluntary departure. This 
order iieralts him to remain until January 1, 1933.
